VARIETY  OF  SIAM  Y43-44 
by  Albert  J.  Ruh 

In  the  year  2462  (1919)  there  were  two  types  of  1/4  and  1/2 
Baht  coins  issued  by  Siam  (Yeoman  Nos.  43  and  44).  The 
first  type  is  identical  to  those  issued  in  other  years. 

The  second  type  (or  "dot"  variety)  has  a dot  or  period  fol- 
lowing the  legend  on  the  right  side.  This  dot  appears  on 
both  the  obverse  and  reverse.

The  1/2  Baht  (Y44)  is  readily  found  but  the  1/4  Baht  (Y43) 
is  somewhat  rare.  Bangkok  coin  dealers  price  the  dot 
variety  Y43  several  times  higher  than  the  more  common  type. 
Seldom  is  Y44  sold  at  a premium.

" NETHERLANDS  SWITCHES  TO  NICKEL" 


by  Bob  de  Ruyter,  Amsterdam 

Under  this  headline  I saw  an  article  in  Numismatic  News 
of  November  24,  1970,  which  read  as  follows: 

"Replacing  the  silver  coin  of  the  same  denomination, 
Netherlands'  nickel  2^  guilders  dated  1969  is  also 
smaller  (29mm)  than  its  predecessor.  Bearing  the 
caduceus  mint-mark  of  the  Utrecht  Mint,  the  reverse 
shows  the  crowned  arms,  date  and  denomination. 

Queen  Juliana's  portrait  is  the  obverse  design.  An 
edge  inscription  reads:  'God  zij  met  ons'  (God  Be 

With  Us).  The  coin  (Y62a)  was  first  issued  on  Oc- 
tober 26,  1970." 

For  the  benefit  of  the  NI  Bulletin  readers,  and  in 
particular  for  those  NI  members  who  collect  Dutch 
coins,  I would  like  to  give  some  further  information. 
First  of  all,  The  Netherlands  had  already  switched  to 
nickel  in  1967,  being  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the 
nickel  one  guilder  pieces  (Y61a).  Moreover,  our  sil- 
ver coins  were  not  replaced  by  the  nickel  ones.  At 
this  moment,  both  silver  and  nickel  one  guilder  and 
2%  guilders  (ri jksdaalders ) are  still  in  circulation 
as  legal  tender. 

Indeed,  on  October  26,  1970,  the  nickel  rijksdaalders 
were  put  into  circulation.  But  the  article  failed  to 
inform  you  that  there  are  nickel  rijksdaalders  with 
two  different  mint-master  marks,  since  a part  of  the 
mintage  took  place  under  the  former  mint-master  Dr. 
van  Hengel. 

The  following  data  should  certainly  be  of  interest:

The  fish  rijksdaalders  were  struck  between  May  1 and 
July  1,  1969  under  Dr.  van  Hengel.  After  July  1,  1969 
the  present  mint -master,  Dr.  Ir.  M.  van  den  Brandhof, 
was  in  charge  and  from  that  date  the  rijksdaalders  were 
struck  with  his  mint-master  mark  - the  cock. 

Incidentally,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  inhabitants 
of  The  Netherlands  (12,000,000),  only  every  ten  Dutchmen 
can  have  a fish  rijksdaalder . Therefore,  you  can  imag- 
ine that  I do  not  find  these  coins  in  circulation.  At 
present  they  are  already  scarce,  but  I was  lucky  to 
obtain  a few  in  uncirculation  condition,  although  I only 
collect  coins  depicting  ships  or  connected  with  seafaring.

NEWLY  DISCOVERED  BOLIVIAN  TYPES 


by  Richard  R.  Schubert 

Recent  research  has  disclosed  that  Bolivia  Y-75  and  Y-76 
each  exist  in  two  separate  and  distinct  types.  To  the  best 
of  my  knowledge,  the  differences  described  below  are  not 
mentioned  in  any  catalog. 

Bolivia  Y-75  (5  centavos)  and  Y-76  (10  centavos)  were  issued 
in  the  years  1893  through  1919,  though  not  in  all  years. 

The  distinction  between  the  two  kinds  of  coinage  during  this 
period  lies  in  the  relationship  between  the  obverse  and  the 
reverse  dies. 

The  coins  of  1893,  1918  and  1919  feature  a top-to-top  die 
orientation;  that  is,  the  top  of  the  obverse  design  and  the 
top  of  the  reverse  design  are  at  the  same  point  on  the  coin, 
though  separated  by  the  thickness  of  the  coin  of  course.  As 
this  is  the  orientation  generally  used  on  British  coins,  the 
coins  of  these  three  years  will  be  referred  to  as  "British 
type" . 

In  the  remaining  years  of  issue--1895,  1897,  1899,  1902, 
1907,  1908  and  1909 — the  orientation  of  the  coins  is  such 
that  the  top  of  the  obverse  design  and  the  bottom  of  the 
reverse  design  are  concurrent.  In  effect,  the  reverse  de- 
sign is  rotated  180°  compared  to  the  "British  type"  coin. 

As  this  style  is  normally  used  on  the  coins  of  France,  I 
will  refer  to  the  coins  with  this  orientation  as  "French 
type" . 

It  is;  of  course,  not  uncommon  to  find  coins  with  various 
degrees  of  die  rotation;  these  are  mint  errors  and  appear  on 
only  a small  percentage  of  the  coins  of  a given  issue.  How- 
ever, in  the  case  of  Y-75  and  Y-76,  there  is  a deliberate 
change  in  orientation  from  one  year  to  the  next.  I chall- 
enge the  reader  to  name  any  other  coin  with  such  a change. 

It  may  well  be  that  such  a change  in  orientation  is  unique 
to  Bolivia  Y-75  and  Y-76. 

It  has  also  been  noted  that  there  is  a small  difference  in 
planchet  size  in  the  10  centavo  coins.  The  difference  is 
negligible  — on  the  order  of  2/10' s of  a millimeter — with 
the  French  type  being  the  larger.  No  such  difference  has 
been  detected  in  the  5 centavo  coins. 

For  the  collector  interested  in  varieties,  the  French  type 
can  be  further  broken  down  according  to  the  privy  marks  on 
the  coins.  The  1895  issue  bears  the  cornucopia  of  the  Paris 
mint  administration  and  the  fasces  of  graveur  Jean  Lagrange. 
The  issues  of  1897,  1902,  1907,  1908  and  1909  have  the  corn- 
ucopia and  also  the  torch  of  graveur  Henri-Auguste  Patey 
while  the  1899  issue  has  no  privy  marks. 

The  following  table  summarizes  the  distinguishing  features 
of  these  coins.  Mintage  figures  have  been  added  to  provide 
some  indication  of  relative  rarity.

Some  comments  regarding  the  1893  issues  are  appropriate  at 
This  point.  These  coins  are  attributed  to  the  Paris  mint 
in  at  least  two  reputable  catalogues.  This  attribution 
became  suspect  when  the  absence  of  the  privy  marks  associ- 
ated with  the  Paris  mint  was  noted.  It  was  then  found 
that  the  die  orientation  was  of  the  British  type  instead 
of  the  French  type.  When  a friend  reported  that  the  1893 
issues  are  not  listed  in  the  Paris  mint  report,  it  became 
certain  that  these  coins  were  not  minted  in  France.  Now, 
through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  W.  R.  P.  King,  managing  director 
of  The  Mint,  Birmingham,  Limited,  i have  been  able  to  verify 
that  the  1893  Bolivian  5 and  10  centavo  coins  were  minted 
at  Birmingham. 

A short  note  relative  to  the  1899  issues  is,  perhaps,  man- 
datory. The  absence  of  privy  marks  from  this  issue  raises 
the  question  of  whether  these  coins  are,  in  fact,  products 
of  the  Paris  mint.  The  answer  appears  to  be  "yes"  as  they 
are  listed  in  the  Paris  mint  report  and  are  French  type  as 
regards  die  orientation.  The  absence  of  privy  marks  from 
the  1899  issues  seems  to  be  part  of  a temporary  discontin- 
uance of  the  use  of  privy  marks  in  the  waning  years  of  the 
19th  century.  A new  issue  of  coins  of  metropolitan  France — 
Y-58  through  Y-64--does  not  have  privy  marks  in  the  years 
1897  through  1900  (though  privy  marks  were  added  to  Y-60 
through  Y-64  in  1901)  so  the  absence  of  privy  marks  from 
the  1899  Bolivian  issues  is  not  remarkable.

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GEORGIAN  NUMERALS  AND  DATES 


by  Patrick  D.  Hogan 

Much  attention  has  been  given  m recent  issues  of  R.  S. 
Yeoman's  "Modern  World  Coins"  to  explaining  the  dating 
systems  of  such  exotic  places  as  Israel,  Thailand  and 
Ethiopia.  It  is  hoped  that  the  last  remaining  peculiar 
native  script  not  discussed  in  the  common  general  numis- 
matic references  will  be  so  given  in  the  next  edition  of 
William  D.  Craig's  "Coins  of  the  World  1750-1850".  This 
being  the  Georgian  numeral  and  dating  system.  The  only 
place  that  I have  seen  this  given  is  in  the  specialistic 
monograph,  "Studies  in  the  Numismatic  History  of  Georgia 
in  Transcaucasia",  by  David  M.  Lang,  (1955). 

Actually,  there  is  no  problem  in  the  dating  system,  for  the 
Georgians  are  Christian,  and  date  in  the  Anno  Domini.  The 
difficulty,  which  is  slight,  is  in  fashioning  the  ciphers 
into  the  whole  numeral. 

As  the  Hebrew  system,  the  Georgians  give  a numerical  value 
to  the  letters  of  the  alphabet.  Therefore,  their  38  letters 
of  the  modern  (Mkhedruli j alphabet  represent  37  different 
numerals  (Letters  22  and  23  can  both  be  used  as  the  numeral 
400).  The  table  below  gives  the  38  letters,  their  trans- 
literation and  numerical  value.

These  are  the  dates  on  the  two  illustrated  coins  in  CCWt 
page  6l0. 
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This  letter-number  table  should  be  sufficient  to  allow  even 
the  casual  collector  to  read  and  date  the  coins  of  Georgia 
inscribed  in  the  Mkhedruli  script.  Thus,  we  see  that  the 
obverse  of  this  series  is  inscribed  TP'ILISI  (i.e.,  Tiflis, 
the  capital).  The  20  puli,  also  called  a bisti,  has  the 
numeral  for  20  at  the  top,  a K.  The  second  line  bears  the 
word  K'ART'ULI,  meaning,  "Georgian",  and  the  third  line, 
the  denomination,  P'ULI.  The  date  is  below  this.  Un  the 
silver  piece,  the  legend  is  basically  the  same,  with  the 
numeral  400,  a U,  at  the  top,  and  the  word  T'ET'RI  replacing 
the  word  P'ULI.  Below  the  date  on  the  silver  coins  are  the 
mintmaster's  initials,  in  Russian  script-.  Puli  means  "cop- 
per", and  thetri  means  "white",  i.e.,  "silver".  Thus  the 
complete  legends  on  these  two  coins  are: 

"20  Georgian  coppers,  1810" 

"400  Georgian  silver  (coins)  1821,  A.T.  (Alexander 

Trifonov)" 

The  Georgian  mint  was  officially  closed  in  1834.

VARIATIONS  OP  INDORE  COPPERS 
by  Richard  K.  Bright 

The  illustration  of  Indore  Y-l  in  Modern  World 
Coins  is  dated  in  the  Samvat  Era  1945  or  1888  A.D.  The  in- 
scription in  the  beaded  circle  on  the  reverse  consists  of 
two  Gujerati  characters  denoting  the  denomination  value  on 
the  top  line,  three  characters  in  the  middle  line  and  the 
date  in  four  characters  in  the  bottom  line.  Sometimes 
there  is  a horizontal  line  between  the  second  and  third 
line  although  none  shbws  on  the  illustration.  The  same  can 
be  said  of  1-2  however  the  top  two  characters  are  different. 
Later  years  of  both  denominations  have  three  characters  on 
the  top  line  which  are  and,  if  I'm  reading  them  pro- 

perly, spell  IN-DO-R,  thus  the  name  of  the  state.  The  pre- 
vious top  line  characters  move  down  to  the  second  line 
which  still  contains  the  first  two  characters  of  the  older 
variety.  The  last  character  of  the  second  line  becomes  the 
first  of  the  bottom.  To  summarize,  the  new  variety  has  on 
the  three  lines  respectively  three,  four  and  five  charac- 
ters instead  of  the  two,  three  and  four  shown  on  the  coin 
in  MWC.  The  change-over  year  would  appear  to  be  sometime 
between  1888  and  1891  so  it  is  possible  that  there  are  two 
varieties  of  1-3  as  well.  Poliowing  is  a list  of  the  dates 
and  varieties  I know  of.  I would  be  most  interested  in  re- 
ceiving additional  information.
